REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-8, the prior art of record fails to teach that the first/second 
inductor assembly has an inductance value that, at a frequency of the 
inbound/outbound RF signals, resonates with parasitic capacitance of the analog 
receive/transmit ESD protection circuitry to provide a low impedance connection at the 
frequency of the inbound/outbound RF signals, in combination with the other limitations 
in the claims. 

Regarding claims 9-15, the prior art of record fails to teach that the first/second 
inductor assembly has an inductance value that, at a frequency of the 
inbound/outbound RF signals, resonates with parasitic capacitance of the analog 
receive/power amplifier ESD protection circuitry to provide a low impedance connection 
at the frequency of the inbound/outbound RF signals, in combination with the other 
limitations in the claims. 

Regarding claims 16-20, the prior art of record fails to teach that the inductor 
assembly has an inductance value that, at a frequency of the inbound RF signals, 
resonates with parasitic capacitance of the analog ESD protection circuitry to provide a 
low impedance connection at the frequency of the inbound RF signals, in combination 
with the other limitations in the claims. 

The inductors of Yue et al. provide a high impedance connection, not a low 
impedance connection, during high frequencies, or RF. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
